Cause of the explosion was 
not immediately known.

Monday promptly at 9 a.m., 
Gov. Frank Morrison and 18 
department heads walk into 
the governor’s hearing room 
and close the door. 
Gene Budig, the governor’s 
administrative assistant, calls 
it the “monthly meeting of 
department 
heads,” but 
it 
could be likened to a “cabinet 
meeting.” 
Unlike 
day-to-day 
confer­ 
ences with department heads 
on immediate problems, these 
monthly gatherings are aimed 
at what Budig calls “the over­ 
view and the look ahead.” 
Problems, Policy 
“The meetings stress gen­ 
eral problems, developments 
and policy affecting the state 
and administration,” he says. 
“They keep the administra­ 
tive family on top of what’s 
coming up.” 
During the sessions, usually 
lasting an hour and a half, 
each department chief com­ 
me nts brie fly on a ny de ve lop- 


jing programs, problems or 
[ other general needs in his 
area and “what’s upcoming 
in the weeks ahead.” 


Budig says the conferences 
key all departments to the 
programs and problems of 
the others, promote mutual 
discussion and understanding 
and stimulate new ideas. 
Economical 
Gov. Morrison uses this ap­ 
proach because it assures him 
of “close departmental liai­ 
son” and gives “a high de­ 
gree of efficiency at a lower 
budget cost.” 
“By using this approach,” 
Budig continues, “we do not 
have to hire technical experts 
and advisers for the gover­ 
nor’s 
immediate 
staff, 
but 
are utilizing our present per­ 
sonnel.” 
“It may mean a little heav­ 
ier workload for our depart­ 
ment heads, but it avoids per­ 
sonnel duplication like t h a t 
found in many states.” 
Budig says this approach is 
working out “ideally” and the 


“governor’s office serves a s 
a nucleus for such organiza­ 
tion, 
assuring departmental 
coordination.” 
Logged By Budig 
All pertinent items and dis­ 
cussions are “logged” by Bu­ 
dig for the governor during 
the conferences. 
Some will require study and 
research, others may need co­ 
ordinating by the governor’s 
office while others will be fol­ 
lowed up in other meetings 
for detailed planning and ac­ 
tion. 
“ In the da y-to-da y chore s 
of a dministra tion, it is some ­ 
time s e a sy to lose the ove r­ 
view a nd the look a he a d a nd 
touch with the othe r fe llow’s 
proble ms,” Budig sa ys. 
“These 
monthly meetings 
are held by Gov. Morrison a s 
insurance against this ha p­ 
pening.”

Tokyo ffl—Communist Chi- 


na fired a sharp, new broad- 
side at the Soviet Union Sun- 
day, charging that the new 
Russian leaders are more 
covert and cunning than MM- 
ta Khrushchev in trying to 
change the ways of com- 
munism. 


Peking also accused the So- 


viet leadership of' cooperat- 
ing with the United States in 
seeking to dominate the world. 
It said Soviet diplomats are 
"busy in Washington, London 
and Paris" trying to bring 
about peace negotiations on 
Viet Nam. 


The charges were made in 


a broadcast dispatch by the 
New China News A g e n c y 
which quoted from an arti- 
cle published by the Peking 
People's Daily, the official 
flag, the Chinese Communist 
Party's theoretical magazine. 


Hours before, Peking radio 


alerted the outside world by 
announcing that an important 
document would be broadcast 
but it did not say what it con- 
cerned. 


The broadcast followed pub- 


lication by Pravda, the So- 
viet Communist Party organ, 
of a new call for a w o r l d 
Communist Party conference 
to discuss the Soviet-Chinese 
split. Westerners in Moscow 
viewed the Pravda article as 
a new drive for a showdown 
with the Chinese.

lems. 


There is a

wide variety of individual wor- 
ries about the quality of pres- 
ent-day life. For example, 
more than 70% of the public 
say they waste too much time, 
particularly watching televi- 
sion. And in almost the same 
breath, equally high majori- 
ties report they feel b a d l y 
about not reading enough, not 
attending church 
regularly 


enough and not being suffici- 
ently active in community af- 
fairs. 


Some of the worries go to 


the heart of the strains in 
our competitive society. Thir- 
ty-three per cent confess they 
have had a guilty conscience 
at some time over h a v i n g 
taken advantage of someone 
to get ahead at work; 47% 
concede they worry a b o u t 
drinking too much and 19% 
admit to personal drinking 
problems that are close to 
getting out of hand. This 
high incidence of c o n c e r n 
over alcoholism confirms 
earlier Harris Survey findings 
in which 34% of the public re- 
ported "someone close to me" 
has a drinking problem.

A question might be raised, 


of course, if in answering such 
personal and intimate probes 
people will really disclose 
their5 full patterns of behavior.

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Forgetting The Frustrations

One-Handed 


Approach 


Remarks contained in an article by 


Lynn Pooie of Johns Hopkins University on 
help available to disabled people gives rise 
to speculation as to how the disabled might 
help others. The article quotes a stroke 
victim who says that morale is a lot of 
little things. G.' K. Chesterton, recalled the 
stroke victim, had named them appropri- 
ately: Tremendous Trifles. 


They are the many things, for instance, 


that require the use of two good hands and 


arms on the part of 
the normal individu- 
al. Cutting your meat 
at the dinner table, as 
an example, is a fair- 


ly simple job but try it some time with only 
one hand. Tying your shoes, buttoning your 
shirt cuffs, driving a nail and a host of 
other things are routine to the average per- 
son but can be tough for the disabled. For 
those with crippled limbs, the American 
Heart Association has just published a "Do 
It Yourself Again" booklet as guidance to- 
ward new independence. 


Among things that can be obtained for 


the disabled is a dinner plate with a "food 
guard" as a backstop for the fork. This is 
something that shouldn't be limited to the 
disabled. One of the most frustrating things 
in the world is chasing food around a plate 
with a fork. 


Perhaps it was never in good taste, but 


there was a day when the knife was a well 
used tool as a backstop for the fork. The 
practice seems to have fallen into ill repute 
and to use a crust of bread in that fashion 
is frowned upon even more. Yet, peas are 
mighty hard to come by in any other way. 


* 
Perhaps the plate with a "food guard" 


for the handicapped is a sign that such a 
backstop is not out of line for those who can 
dream up some other means. If the handi- 
capped would make a fork backstop of any 
kind acceptable, they would have made a 
substantial contribution to the way of life 
of all people. But this really is not the big 
contribution that the disabled might make 
to the rest of the population. If, by their 
example, the rest of us could come to live 
a little more agreeably with our frustra- 
tions, we all would be much better off. It 
is frustrating when one of a pair of stock- 
ings disappears and it will often throw us 
into a fit of temper. 


It is frustrating to search high and low 


for something you know is there in the 


house some place but which seems to ha\e 
disappeared. It is frustrating to turn on a 
Hghl in a dark room and to have the bulb 
then suddenly burn out. There are situa- 
tions that go on from there into matters of 
a more or less serious nature. Some in- 
dividuals are frustrating to others. There 
are people who are disturbing to >ou sim- 
ply at sight and who have ways of irritating 
you without end. The hard thing is to put 
up with them and still manage at least the 
semblance of a smile. Chances are that the 
irritation is a two-way street and you ha\e 
made some contribution to it yourself. A 
slight change in you might work such won- 
ders in the other person that vou come to 
actually like one another. 


* 
If we could learn to live a little more 


agreeably with our irritations, our whole 
life would be much more productive and 
rewarding. We might learn from the dis- 
abled that it is quite possible to put up with 
things that annoy us or make life a little 
uncomfortable for us. 


Such an objective is an absolute neces- 


sity for the disabled so they go about get- 
ting the job done. For others it is a-matter 
of choice and they frequently make a bad 
one. It is a bad choice to let irritations get 
the best of you and take a toll of time that 
otherwise would be rewarding to you. 


What too many people often fail to con- 


sider is the fact that they are only defeat- 


ing themselves when 
they 
fall victim to 


anger or 
disappoint- 


ment. The dissatisfac- 


unhappiness 


An Irritation 
Compounded 


tion 
or 


that comes to us when things are not going 
our way only makes the situation worse. 
As a result, an inconveniece that might 
last for only a few minutes turns out to 
ruin an entire day. We get up in the morn- 
ing and find something not to our liking so 
we are disagreeable with everyone in the 
house. This rubs off on them and they, in 
turn, become disagreeable, too. 


You leave for work and the little frus- 


tration that should have passed in a mo- 
ment has grown into a day-long nasty atti- 
tude. As the stroke victim mentioned by 
Poole has pointed out, some little thing has 
shot holes in your morale. If the stroke vic- 
tim can realize that and do something 
about it, how much more so should we be 
able to do it. In the process, we have ev- 
erything to gain and nothing to lose. 


California Scores Again 


Probably not even the people of Cali- 


fornia themselves know much about it or 
care much, for that matter, but their state 
is in position again to assume a leadership 
role. This would come in the field of nu- 
clear science and the development of a 
seed-blanket nuclear reactor aimed at pro- 
ducing more fuel than it actually uses. 


The fuel that would be bred by the new 


reactor is thorium which reportedly has a 
20 to 50 times greater utilization factor than 
uranium. Presumably, if this reactor does 
what it is expected to do, we will have 
come very close to the concept of perpetual 
motion that has always been considered 
impossible. 


The atomic energy plant involved would 


be constructed in the State of California 
with $161.7 million advanced by the state 
and $91.5 million thrown in by the Atomic 


Energy Commission. Congress has already 
passed an appropriation measure assuring 
the AEC of its share of the program. 


In return, California will get steam 


from the plant valued at $51.7 million plus 
the obvious economic advantage of the 
program. The steam will be used as a 
source of power for a water supply project 
in California. 


Not just the reactor is a breeder in this 


situation. One reason'California will share 
in this AEC development is because it 
has such a great supply of technical and 
scientific talent in its area. It has devel- 
oped momentum in science to the point 
where things now naturally gravitate to it. 
It is this that makes it tough for states 
such as Nebraska to compete when the 
cream of industry is moving in a direction 
with which we are not very well in tune. 


The Ways Of Europe 


Having been rejected by the European 


Common Market, mainly on the objection 
of France's President De Gaulle, the Con- 
servative party of England ruled that issue 
out of the last election as a "dead one." 


But politically lots of things declared dead 


have a habit of getting up and walking 
away. Now the Conservative party, which 
is out of power, has revived the subject 
and means to campaign on it. They will 
get away with it because the incumbent 
Labor party never declared it "dead" and 
therefore must admit it is a living issue. 


So much for England's politics. The 


ECM does seem to be the best means of 
getting the British economy up where it 
must get. Unfortunately, membership is up 
to the present members and they may not 
be that interested in Britain's revival. 


But the greatest European foe of both 


England and the United States is De Gaulle. 


His France quickly forgot that British and 
American arms rescued a captive France 
from Nazi Germany. Had they not done so, 
Mr. De Gaulle would not today be making 
headlines. 


Currently De Gaulle is attacking the 


American dollar for all he is worth, and if 
Great Britain is having economic trouble 
he is all for keeping it that way. Apparently 
we revived France too much. 


Certainly, now after two wars, we have 


repaid Lafayette. And we don't forget that 
the French charged us rent on the trenches 
we used during World War I to help them 
save themselves. 


But there is always a future and the 


next generation in France may change 
that country's ways. And we may again 
feel ready to help them out of whatever 
trouble they manage to get into. And the 
chances are they will get into some. 


The Gold Reserve 


So much is being said about the outflow 


of gold from the United States and so much 
partial or misinformation is extant about it 
the time seems ripe for a brief explanation 
of what is going on. 


In the first place the United States still 


has far more gold in reserve than any oth- 
er western country. In 1964 it had $15.5 bil- 
lion. Germany had $4.2 billion, France $3.7 
billion, the United Kingdom $2.1 billion and 
Italy $2.1 billion. 


Reserve gold, the American dollar and 


the British pound support world exchange. 
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Some nations are rejecting the dollars and 
pounds and demanding gold. That reduces 
our gold supply. The situation is not yet dan- 
gerous, but the trend could ultimately lead 
to serious trouble. Obviously, there is not 
enough gold in existence to support world 
trade at its present rate. Then should the 
dollar or the pound lose its firmness we 
could have a world depression. That has 
not yet occurred and at best would be some 
time off. 


In the U n i t e d States we hear much 


about an unfavorable balance of trade and 
much of this is blamed on our foreign aid 
program. No doubt it contributes a little to 
it. But a great deal of the foreign aid mon- 
ey, non-military, that is, is actually spent 
in this country for machines, material and 
food. It does not leave this country as 
money, but as things. Lots of people are 
inclined to forget that because they are 
opposed to foreign aid. 


Our export of consumer goods is in our 


favor. 


But one thing that is hurting is the for- 


eign expansion of our business. A great 
deal of money is going into other nations 
for the purchase of businesses and building 
factories. This requires American dollars 
which come back to us through demands 
for our gold. But from our point of view 
the expansion of our business is a good 
thing and we do not wish to stop it. Before 
World War I lots of American business was 
all or partly owned by foreign capital. Now 
we are doing the expanding. Actually wo 
are not losing ground but gaining a great 
deal, although it is hitting our gold reserve 
come.

Breaks With King 


WASHINGTON — The am- 


bassador 
representing the 


oldest monarchy in the world 
has just resigned in revolt 
against Haile Selassie, con- 
quering Lion of the Tribe 
of Judah, elect of God, Em- 
peror of Ethiopia. 


The ambassador, Berhan- 


ou Dinke, long considered a 
fixture in the Washington 
diplomatic „ corps, has 
left 


his embassy and is now in 
seclusion. He does not plan 
to return to Addis Ababa but 
will ask the State Depart- 
ment for asylum.Fearful of 
E t h i o p i a n 
government 


agents, Dinke has declined 
to make known his where- 
abouts. 


However, he has written a 


book, "My Experiences in 
His Majesty's Government," 
which has been surrepetitous- 
ly circulated in Ethiopia 
and could cause revolution. 


In the book, Ambassador 


Dinke urges democratic re- 
forms 
against 
a regime 


which he says has become 
too autocratic and has been 
suppressing liberty. He is 
careful sot to incite bodily 
harm to the e m p e r o r, to 
whom Dinke is related by 
marriage, but he is critical 
of Haile Selassie's one-man 
rule. 


In 1963 when the emperor 


visited the United. States, 
Ambassador Dinke was his 
considerate host. The two 
men were together frequent- 
ly and no one would have 
dreamed t h a t differences 
could have developed be- 
tween them.

Nor have there been any 


indications, 
until 
recently, 


that Haile Selassie's throne 
was not as solid as the 
mountains which have made 
his kingdom one of the most 
independent and inaccessible 


in Africa. For many years 
it was the only independent 
African nation and only Mus- 
solini's modern and well- 
equipped Black Shirts were 
able to conquer it in 1936. 


At that time, Haile Selas- 


sie, a lonely figure, ap- 
peared at the League of Na- 
tions to make a personal 
plea to the great powers for 
help. No one came to his 
defense. And the march of 
the dictators continued un- 
til it engulfed half the world. 
* ft ft 


After the war, Haile Selas- 


sie returned to his throne, 
and for the past 
twenty 


years has appeared to be 
one of the most stable rulers 
in the world. This writer 
lunched with him outside Ad- 
dis Ababa one year ago this 
month, at which time he dis- 
cussed the problems of edu- 
cation, social reform, and 
democratic government. 
I 


also watched him decorate 
a battalion of the Ethiopia 
Air Force for bravery in 
the border skirmishes with 
Somalia. He seemed to have 
the support of the army. 


However, there were stu- 


dent riots hi Addis Ababa 
last month protesting the 
slowness of land reform. And 
earlier, hi 1960, a revolt was 
staged by the emperor's son. 
The two seemed to have 
made up, because both were 
at the same table when I 
lunched with Haile Selassie 
last June. 


According to Ambassador 


Dinke, however, the entire 
cabinet was executed after 
this revolt, and as of today 
no one dares disagree with 
the emperor. The army im- 
mediately got a 50 per cent 
pay raise, which may ex- 
plain its loyalty. 
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It is all very well to be 


pleased with the comforts 
and advantages of 20th Cen- 
tury civilization but before 
one commiserates with those 
who lived in the past, one 
should know which modern 
conveniences are really new. 


Appius Claudius Crassus 


was one of the 
greatest 


builders of Roman history. 
His public works were built 
long before the first Roman 
emperor and remained in 
use throughout the centuries. 


•& •£ •£ 


Crassus' name has come 


down to us on the most fam- 
ous street in the world, the 
Appian Way. It is still trav- 
eled. 


This road originally ran 


from Rome to Terracina and 
then to Capua, near Naples. 
Later it was extended the 
length of Italy. The Appian 
Way, like most R o m a n 
roads, was intended first of 
all to make it possible for 
soldiers to march quickly 
from one place to another. 
Other uses were at first co- 
incidental, but in later times 
it was traveled by the tour- 
ists and general public even 
more than by troops. 


Crassus' roads were given 


hard pavements for two rea- 
sons; to make it easy for 
foot traffic and to be perma- 
nent. Horses traveled on the 
shoulders since it is harmful 
to their hoofs to walk on 
pavement. 


Roman roads were built 


carefully. First a deep ditch 
was dug, then the bottom 
filled with sand or driven 
piles. Over this thick stones

Mothers t h e s e days not 


only want their children to 
be ready for kindergarten, 
they want them to have a 
head start. 


There is more to a good 


start than just reading-readi- 
ness and writing-readiness. A 
major key to happy first days 
in school lies in family atti- 
tudes and mother-readiness. 


Mother must be ready to 


let her child transfer part of 
his dependence to o t h e r s ; 
ready to let him grow under 
someone else's supervision. 


If mother is fearful lest her 


child cry when she parts with ( 
him on the first day of school, 
this very thing is almost sure 
to happen. 


If the child's thoughts are 


filled with expectations of a 
happy experience, if he ac- 
cepts the idea that school is 
something he does on his own, 
that it is his job and that he 
is going to enjoy it, all is like- 
ly to go well.

This attitude can be built 


up. D u r i n g the summer 
months, an air of happy ex- 
pectancy 
regarding school 


should pervade the home. 


There are experiences to 


which you can expose your 
children which will help them 
get off to a good start. It is 
not only the knowledge they 
gain from these experiences 
but, more important, the atti- 
tudes they develop in gaming 
the knowledge. 


Not only take them to 


places of interest in the com- 
munity such as museums and 
zoos, but encourage them to 
observe what is going on 
around them. Let them talk 
about what they see, hear and 
feel. Encourage them to see 
the birds in the trees and look 
at the sky at night. 


In this way they will learn 


to pay attention to the things 
they are doing. Then, on the 


first day of school, their at- 
tention will naturally be on 
the school and the teacher 
and the things that are hap- 
pening, rather than on home 
and mother and the fear of 
meeting strange situations.

This habit of attention and 


self-reliance brings success 
not only in kindergarten but 
all through school. For those 
who do not have it, there are 
tearful partings the first day 
and later over-dependence on 
parents for help with home- 
work. 


Students who have formed 


the habit of centering atten- 
tion on what they are doing 
make higher scores on tests 
of reading comprehension. 
Also, they take responsibility 
for completion of their home- 
work, pay better attention in 
class and are more success- 
ful in sports. 


They get better grades in 


school and eventually receive 
more scholarship grants for 
college. Consequently, par. 
ents who help a child develop 
this attribute may not only 
be giving him a head start for 
kindergarten b u t for every 
successive year of school.

Rem arks contained in an article by 
Ly nn Po o le o f Joh ns Hopkins University on 
help available to disabled people gives rise 
to speculation as to h ow th e disabled migh t 
h elp oth ers. Th e article quotes a stroke 
victim wh o say s th at morale is a lot of 
little th ings. G.’ K. Ch esterton, recalled th e 
stroke victim, h ad named th em appropri­ 
ately : Tremendous Trifles. 
Th ey are th e many th ings, for instance, 
th at require th e use of two good h and.s and 
arms on th e part of 
th e normal 
individu­ 
al, Cutting y our meat 
at th e dinner table, as 
an e.xample, is a fair­ 
ly simple job but try it some time with only 
one h and. Ty ing y our sh oes, buttoning y our 
•h irt cuffs, driving a nail and a h ost of 
oth er th ings are routine to th e average per­ 
so n but can be tough for th e disabled. For 
th ose with crippled limbs, th e American 
H eart Association h as just publish ed a ‘‘Do 
It Yourself Again” booklet as guidance to­ 
ward new independence. 
Amo ng thing s that can be o btained fo r 
the disabled is a dinner plate with a ” fo o d 
g uard” as a backsto p fo r the fo rk. This Is 
so mething that sho uldn't be limited to the 
disabled. One o f the mo st frustrating thing s 
in the wo rld is chasing fo o d aro und a plate 
with a fo rk. 
Perhaps it was never In good taste, but 
th ere was a day wh en th e knife was a well 
used tool as 
a backstop for th e fork. Th e 
practice seems to h ave fallen into ill repute 
and to use a crust of bread in th at fash ion 
is frowned upon even more. Yet, peas are 
mig hty hard to come by in any oth er way . 


★ 
Perhaps the plate with a ‘‘fo o d g uard” 
fo r the handicapped is a sig n that such a 
backsto p is no t o ut o f line fo r tho se who can 
dream up so me o ther means. If the handi­ 
capped wo uld make a fo rk backsto p o f any 
kind acceptable, they wo uld hav e made a 
substantial co ntributio n to the way o f life 
o f all peo ple. But this really is no t the big 
co ntributio n that the disabled mig ht make 
to the rest o f the po pulatio n. If, by their 
ex ample, the rest o f us co uld co me to liv e 
a little mo re ag reeably with o ur frustra­ 
tio ns, we all wo uld be much better o ff. It 
is frustrating when o ne o f a pair o f sto ck­ 
ing s disappears and it will o ften thro w us 
into a fit o f temper. 
It is frustrating to search hig h and lo w 
fo r so mething y o u kno w Is there in the 


disappeared. It is frustrating to turn on a 
ligh t in a dark room and to h ave th e bulb 


h ouse some place but wh ich seems to h ave 
appear 
it In a 
th en suddenly burn out. Th ere are situa­ 
tions th at go on from th ere into m atters of 
a more or less serious nature. Some in­ 
dividuals are frustrating to oth ers. Th ere 
are people wh o are disturbing to y ou sim­ 
ply at sigh t and wh o h ave way s of Irritating 
y ou with out end. Th e h ard th ing Is to put 
up with th em and still manage at least th e 
semblance of a smile. Ch ances are th at th e 
irritation is a two-way street and y ou h ave 
made some contribution to It y ourself. A 
sligh t ch ange in y ou migh t work such won­ 
ders in th e oth er person th at y ou come to 
actually like one anoth er. 
★ 
If we could learn to live a little more 
agreeably with our irritations, our wh ole 
life would be much more productive and 
rewarding. We migh t learn from th e dis­ 
abled th at it is quite possible to put up with 
th ings th at annoy us or make life a little 
uncomfortable for us. 
Such an objective is an absolute neces­ 
sity for th e disabled so th ey go about get­ 
ting th e job done. For oth ers it Is a ‘m atter 
of ch oice and th ey frequently make a bad 
one. It Is a bad ch oice to let irritations get 
th e best of y ou and take a toll of time th at 
oth erwise would be rewarding to y ou. 
Wh at too many people often tail to con­ 
sider is th e fact th at th ey are only defeal-

ing th emselves wh en 
th ey 
fall 
victim 
to 
anger or 
disappoint­ 
ment. Th e dissatisfac­ 
tion 
or 
unh appiness 
th at comes to us wh en th ings are not going 
our way only makes th e situation worse. 
As a result, an inconveniece th at migh t 
last for only a few minutes turns out to 
ruin an entire day . We get up in th e morn­ 
ing and find someth ing not to our liking so 
we are disagreeable with every one in th e 
h ouse. Th is rubs off on th em and th ey , in 
turn, become disagreeable, too. 
You leave for work and th e little frus­ 
tration th at sh ould h ave passed in a mo­ 
ment h as grown into a day -long nasty atti­ 
tude. As th e stroke victim mentioned by 
Poole h as pointed out, some little th ing h as 
sh ot h oles in y our morale. If th e stroke vic­ 
tim can realize th at and do someth ing 
about it, h ow much more so sh ould we be 
able* to do it.

California Scores Again 


Probably not even th e people of Cali­ 
fornia th emselves know much about it or 
care much , for th at m atter, but th eir state 
is in position again to assume a leadersh ip 
role. Th is would come in th e field of nu­ 
clear science and th e development of a 
seed-blanket nuclear reactor aimed at pro­ 
ducing more fuel th an it actually uses. 
Th e fuel th at would be bred by th e new 
reactor is th orium wh ich reportedly h as a 
20 to 5 0 times greater utilization factor th an 
uranium. Presumably , if th is reactor does 
wh at it is ex pected to do, we will h ave 
come very close to th e concept of perpetual 
motion th at h as alway s been considered 
impossible. 
Th e atomic energy plant involved would 
be constructed in th e State of California 
with $16 1.7 million advanced by th e state 
and $91.5 million th rown in by th e Atomic 


Energy Commission. Congress h as already 
passed an appropriation measure assuring 
th e AEC of its sh are of th e program. 
In return, California will g e t steam 
from th e plant valued at $5 1.7 million plus 
th e obvious economic advantage of 
th e 
program. Th e steam will be used as a 
source of power for a water supply project 
in California. 
Not just th e reactor is a breeder in th is 
situation. One reason California will sh are 
in th is AEC development is because it 
h as such a great supply of tech nical and 
scientific talent in its area. It h as devel­ 
oped momentum in science to th e point 
wh ere th ings now naturally gravitate to it. 
It is th is th at makes it tough for states 
such as Nebraska to compete wh en th e 
cream of industry is moving in a direction 
with wh ich we are not very well in tune. 


The Ways Of Europe 


Having been rejected by th e European 
Common Market, mainly on th e objection 
of France’s President De Gaulle, th e Con­ 
servative party of England ruled th at issue 
out of th e last election as a ‘‘dead one.” 
But politically lots of th ings declared dead 
h ave a h abit of getting up and walking 
away . Now th e Conservative party , wh ich 
is out of power, h as revived th e subject 
and means to campaign on it. Th ey will 
get away with it because th e incumbent 
Labor party never declared it “dead” and 
th erefore must admit it is a living issue. 
So much for England’s politics. Th e 
ECM does seem to be th e best means of 
getting th e British economy up wh ere it 
m ust get. Unfortunately , membersh ip is up 
to th e present members and th ey may not 
be th at interested in Britain’s revival. 
But th e greatest European foe of both 
England and th e United States is De Gaulle. 


His France quickly forgot th at British and 
American arm s rescued a captive France 
from Nazi Germany . Had th ey not done so, 
Mr. De Gaulle wt)uld not today be making 
h eadlines. 
Currently De Gaulle is arttacking th e 
.American dollar for all h e is worth , and if 
Great Britain is h aving economic trouble 
h e is all for keeping it th at way . Apparently 
we revived France too much . 
Certainly , now after two wars, we h ave 
repaid Lafay ette. .\nd we don’t forget th at 
th e French ch arged us rent on th e trench es 
we used during World War I to h elp th em 
save th emselves. 
But th ere is alway s a future and th e 
ne.xt generation in France 
may 
ch ange 
th at country ’s way s. And we may again 
feel ready to h elp th em out of wh atever 
trouble th ey manage to get into. And th e 
ch ances are th ey will get into some. 


The Gold Reserve 


So much is being said about th e outflow 
of gold from th e United States and so much 
partial or misinformation is ex tant about it 
th e time seems ripe for a brief ex planation 
of wh at is going on. 
In th e first place th e United States still 
h as far more gold in reserve th an any oth ­ 
er western country . In 1964 it h ad $15 .5 bil­ 
lion. Germany h ad $4.2 billion, France $3.7 
billion, th e United Kingdom $2.1 billion and 
Italy $2.1 biUion. 
Reserve gold, th e American dollar and 
th e British pound support world ex ch ange. 
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Some nations are rejecting th e dollars and 
pounds and demanding gold. Th at reduces 
our gold supply . Th e situation is not y et dan­ 
gerous, but th e trend could ultimately lead 
to serious trouble. Obviously , th ere is not 
enough gold in ex istence to support world 
trade at its present rate. Th en sh ould th e 
dollar or th e pound lose its firmness we 
could h ave a world depression. Th at h as 
not y et occurred and at best would be some 
time off. 
In th e U ni t e d States we h ear much 
about an unfavorable balance of trade and 
much of th is is blamed on our foreign aid 
program. No doubt it contributes a little to 
it. But a great deal of th e foreign aid mon­ 
ey , non-military , th at is, is actually spent 
in th is country for mach ines, material and 
food. It does not leave th is country as 
money , but as th ings. Lots of people are 
inclined to forget th at because th ey are 
opposed to foreign aid. 
Our ex port of consumer goods is in our 
favor. 
But one th ing th at is h urting is th e for­ 
eign ex pansion of our business. 
A great 
deal of money is going into oth er nations 
for th e purch ase of businesses and building 
factories. Th is requires American dollars 
wh ich come back to us th rough demands 
for our gold. But from our point of view 
th e ex pansion of our business is a good 
th ing and we do not wish to stop it. Before 
World War I lots of American business was 
all or partly owned by foreign capital. Now 
we are doing th e ex panding. Actually we 
are not losing ground but gaining a great 
deal, alth ough it is h itting our gold reserve 
some.

length of Italy . Th e Appian 
Way , like most R om a n 
roads, was intended fir.st of 
all to make it possible for 
soldiers to

quickly 
from one place to anoth er. 
Oth er uses were at first co­ 
incidental, but in later times 
it was traveled by th e tour­ 
ists and general public even 
more th an by troops. 
Crassus’ roads were given 
h ard pavements for two rea­ 
sons; to make it easy for 
foot traffic and to be perm a­ 
nent.

get off to a good start. It is 
not only th e knowledge th ey 
gain from th ese ex periences 
but, more important, th e atti­ 
tudes th ey develop in gaining 
th e knowledge.

At this point it looked as 
though Crawford wanted me 
to bid either hearts or clubs, 
but the thought of naming 
either suit was of course un­ 
appealing to me. I decided to 
pass and take my chances 
against two diamonds dou­ 
bled. 
This turned out to be a 
lucky decision when South 
ran to two spades. Again 
Crawford doubled, but this 
time, when I passed, I did so 
with more confidence in the 
result. 
The outcome was consid­ 
erably better than I had a 
right to hope. South went 
down four—700 points.

Om. OMAHA. From downtown, 
drive north on U.S. 73 which heads 
up 30th Street and bears away from 
the Missouri River.

You might 
like to make a short side trip to the 
site of FORT ATKINSON, between 
U.S. 73 and the Missouri. 


25m. BLAIR, above the mighty 
river, is a trade center for Washing- 
ton County. It is the home of DANA 
COLLEGE, and also the headquarters 
for the PAPIO SOIL CONSERVATION 
DISTRICT, first of its kind in the 
state. Farming country to the north 
blends into former Indun camping 
grounds around TEKAMAH where 
Reservoir Hill affords broad pano- 
ramas of the Missouri A alley. Omaha 
Indian village and battle sites lie just 
a step away. Near GOLDEN SPRINGS, 
ridges mark the old stagecoach road. 
Continue north on U.S. 73 to... 


58m. DECATUR. River traditions 
are clearly reflected in the fact that 
this town has been moved fre- 
quently to keep pace with the 
changing course of the Missouri. 
You may wish to take a short side 
trip across the river into Iowa for 
spots like BLUE LAKE and LEWIS 
AND CLARK STATE PARK. Pastimes 
here include swimming, fishing, 
boating, camping and picnicking. 
From Decatur, U.S. 73 angles north- 
westward over wooded hills and 
bluffs through the old Omaha and 
Winnebago Indian domains. Little 
spur roads lead to legend-shrouded 
high points like BLACKBIRD HILL, 
former bandit hideouts, remains of 
frontier homes and missions, and 
geological formations like BIG BEAR 
HOLLOW that looks like a rugged 
volcanic crater. Continue north on 
U.S. 73 to the Junction with U.S. 77 
at Winnebago. Continue north over 
the hills to... 


81m. HOMER. From this small farm 
settlement, a side trip east\\ ard leads 
to LAND'S END, some 500 feet above 
the Missouri. Here Indians used to 
pray for good harvests and stage 
sacrificial dances. At South Sioux 
City, take U.S. 20 and Route 12 
north to PONCA and PONCA STATE 
PARK. The park's an especially good 
family spot with foot trails leading 
to fine Missouri River views, plenty 
of chances to see fossils, a wide va- 
riety of trees, birds, oppossum, ra- 
coon, deer and fox, and to swim, 
picnic or camp out. Return to South 
Sioux City and cross the Missouri 
into Iowa. 


135m. SIOUX CITY, where the Big 
Sioux River joins the Missouri, is a 
salient trade and shipping hub for 
livestock, grain and meat producers. 
It is also a college community. One 
of its nicest parks is GRANDVIEW, 
having an outdoor music pavilion in 
a natural amphitheater. Just north- 
west of town on Route 12 lies 875- 
acrc STONE STATE PARK covering a 
rugged, wooded section boasting of 
top-notch view points, numerous 
hiking and bridle trails. Here you'll 


find excellent opportunities for pic- 
nicking, camping and fishing. From 
Sioux City, take Interstate 29 north- 
west into South Dakota. After 30 
miles, turn west on Route 50. At 
VERMILLION, overlooking the red- 
banked Vermillion River, you may 
visit the MUSEUM at the UNIVER- 
SITY OF SOUTH DAKOTA with its 
impressive collection of Indian 
relics. Continue on Route 50 for 
twenty-six miles. 


199m. YANKTON, oldest commu- 
nity in the Dakota Territory, was 
chosen as the Territorial Capital in 
1861. You can see some of the early 
buildings as well as YANKTON COL- 
LEGE, founded 20 years later. About 
four miles upstream on Route 52 
stands GAVINS POINT DAM, forming 
LEWIS AND CLARK LAKE. There 
are recreation facilities along the 
hkeshore, and one of them—LEWIS 
AND CLARK RECREATION AREA— 
lies just west of U.S. 81 south of 
town. Boating, fishing, picnicking 
and camping are all popular pas- 
times. South of Yankton, U.S. 81 
crosses the Missouri River back into 
Nebraska and heads south across 
grassy hills to ... 


257m. NORFOLK, the thriving live- 
stock center among the low hills of 
the Elkhorn River Valley. Some of 
the structures built by German pio- 
neers still remain, and the NORFOLK 
HISTORICAL MUSEUM contains in- 
teresting relics of the region. City 
parks like JOHNSON and CENTRAL, 
add both beauty and outdoor recre- 
ation. From Norfolk, head due east 
on U.S. 275 through hog-raising 
country to Wisner, then southeast 
along the Elkhorn River to...

WALKER CUP COMPETITION 
Watch Out For 
Young Golfers 


Porthcawl, Wales (J V-Dick 
Chapman, one of the world’s 
best known amateur golfers, 
warned Americans Sunday to 
watch out for England’s up- 
and-coming y oungsters in this 
y ear’s Walker Cup match. 
And he advised Britons to 
practice as much as possiMe 
with the large-sized Ameri­ 
can ball until the cup match 
at Baltimore in September. 
The 54-y ear-old Chapman, 
1951 winner of the British Am­ 
ateur Championship, was an 
interested observer here after 
he went out in the third round 
of this y ear’s championship 
last week. 
He stay ed on to watch the 
all-English final between Mi­ 
chael Bonallack and C l i v e 
Clark over the same Roy al 
Porthcawl links where Chap­ 
man won 14 y ears ago. Bonad- 
lack fought back after being 
6-down at the 11th hole and 
won 2 and 1. 
The 30-y ear-old Englishman 
play ed the last 22 holes in 
three under fours and never 
lost a hole in that stretch 
against his 19 -y ear-old oppon­ 
ent. 
“ Bonallack is a real tiger,” 
Chapman said. “ I like t h e 
way he putts. He makes up 
his mind quickly . And once 
he’s made it up, he strokes 
the ball without any hesita­ 
tion.” 
Chapman, who has play ed 
in four Walker Cup matches, 
ey ed the British play ers care­ 
fully during the week-long 
tournament. 
At the end, he said: “ I think 
Britain has its best chance of 
winning the Walker Cup since 
19 38.” Then he advised the 
Britons to practice with the 
American ball, say ing: “ Get 
used to the l a r ge ball and 
may be the Walker Cup will 
be y ours.” 
The Americans have won 
the Walker Cup 18 times and 
Britain only once—tn 1938 at 
St. Andrews. 
Chapman 
picked out 23- 
y ear-old Rodney Foster, Clark 
and 18-y ear-old Peter Town­ 
send as bright British pros­ 
pects. 
Foster lost to Bonallack in 
the semifinals. Clark beat Mi- 


jchael Christmas, a 25-y ear- 
old Englishman who has a 
history of fashioning upsets.

Famed Jewish Thinker 
Martin Buber, 87, Dies 


Jerusalem, Israeli Sector i#) 


—.Martin Buber, Vienna-born 
philosopher-theologian 
often 


criticized by Jewish leaders 
for his advocacy of greater 
understanding with the Arabs, 
died Sunday. He was 87. 


B,uber suffered from a pro- 


tracted kidney ailment and 
had been confined to his bed 
since undergoing surgery for 
a leg fracture last April. 


Two weeks ago Buber had 


received the Freedom of Jer- 
usalem Award as one of the 
greatest Jewish thinkers and 
humanists. 


For Binational State 


Before Israel became a sov- 


ereign state in 1948, Buber 
was among those who advo- 
cated the establishment of a 
binational Arab-Jewish state 
in Palestine. He thus clashed 
often with the Zionist leader- 
ship and particularly with 
David Ben-Gurion, later pre- 
mier but at that time head of 
the Jewish agency executive 
body. 


This did not prevent the two 


men from cooperating in var- 
ious education projects, in- 
cluding preparations for t h e 
translation 
of the 
world's 


great classics into Hebrew. 


They were also united in 


the belief that more bridges 
of understanding should be 
built between Israeli and Ger- 
man youth.

Buber had failed to persu-

Visited By Hammarskjold 
The late Dag 
Hammar- 


skjold, while secretary-gener- 
al of the United Nations, vis- 
tied Buber whenever he came 
to Jerusalem for political ne- 
gotiations. 


About Hammarskjold, Bub- 


er told an interviewer, "I saw 
a man of good will who tried 
to do something, but he was 
abandoned. Doing his utmost, 
Hammarskjold still lacked the 
technical means to carry out 
his peace mission, and so he 
was martyred in his death.' 


Buber collected and edited 


hundreds of tales of the Hasi- 
dim, a Jewish sect which 
grew up in Eastern Europe. 
He was known also for his 
translation of the Hebrew Bi- 
ble into German—work he 
started in his early 20s to- 
gether with 
German-Jewish 


philosopher F r a n z Rosen- 
zweig. 


Buber's books, written in 


German and in Hebrew, were 
translated 
into 
many lan- 


guages. They exerted a great 
influence on modern thought.

Reflecting this m iscalcula­ 
tion of the theorists, FDR in 
his San Francisco speech dur­

Much of the social welfare of 
the New Deal was predicted 
on the fact that growth was 
about over, and that states­

I som etim es feel that if is 
worse to

Earlier, another civil rig hts 
leader told of the planned 
demonstration. 
“ We expect the majority of 
our people to be there,” Al­ 
bert Raby , 31, head of the Co­ 
ordinating Council of Commit­ 
tee Org anizations, the g roup 
leading the protests, said in 
an interview Sunday . 
“ But there’s no climactic 
day ,” he added. “ This is a 
campaig n we expect to carry 
on all summer.” 
The decision to hold rallies 
instead of a fourth straig ht 
march came as a respite to 
protest-weary Chicag o. Near­ 
ly 450 protestors have been 
arrested since the demonstra­
